wounded patrol] leader. Fisco has 
special patrol talents because of 
his ability to remain perfectly quiet 
while awaiting butterflies.

U.S. BOMBERS IN FIERCE AIR BATTLE 
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Furious. Ever Waged 
Over Europe.

LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP).—United | 


States heavy bombers today at- 
tacked targets at Brunswick in 
Central Germany, Army headquar- 
ters announced. 

The Germans threw everything 
they had at the American Flying 
Fortresses along the 450-mile route 
to Brunswick—and failed, 


The big bombers’ guns began 
flaming at German fighters from 
the time they crossed the channel 
and their gunners kept slamming 
away at the swarms of enemy 
planes all the way to the Nazi 
manufacturing city and during the 
return trip until they reached the 
channel again. 

Reports from the first crews to 
return indicated that the battle 
was one of the ‘most furious the 
Americans ever fought in the skies 
over Europe, 

“Hordes of Fighters.” 

“It was like something out of 
the movies,” Lt. Benjamin R. 
Chaneles, a co-pilot of Brooklyn, 
said. 

“Hordes of German fighters be- 
gan attacking a wing. about a mile 
to our right. We watched through 
field glasses as they peeled off 
into the bomber formation again 
and again. When a Fort started 
straggling it was a dead duck, 

“We saw plenty of Germans fall- 
ing, too. Twice we saw three go 
down in flames. 

“Twelve Focke-Wulfs attacked 
us head-on, but our machine-gun 
fire broke them up.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Ab 
giers, Feb. 10 (AP).—The Ger- 
mans have launched a strong at- 
tempt to break through Allied 
lines on the Anzio beachhead, 
striking at six points along the 
American-British defense perim- 
headquarters announced 
today, as violent fighting con- 
tinued in the ruins of Cassino. 

The fiercest of the beachhead 
attacks came in the area north 


and west of Carroceto (Aprilia) 
where heavy fighting continued as 
British forces sought to stem the

(Today's an communique 
implied that the Germans had 
captured Carroceto, saying that an 
Allied tank attack the 
town was dispersed.) 

Three of the enemy thrusts were 
directed against American posi- 
tions west of Cisterna, but they 
were beaten back and the dough- 
boys recaptured some ground. 

Although the Americans seized 
the initiative in gaining some 

round west of Cisterna, an Allied 
leadquarters spokesman the 
position of the beachhead ag a 
a whole was a defensive one at 
present, with the Germans prob- 
ing the perimeter from the north- 
ern coastal area to its southern 
extremity,

Battle at Cassino. 

The fighting at Cassino went 
into its seventh fiery day with no 
rest for either side. 

Under a canopy of smoke and 
dust from mortar and artillery 
fire, the Germans clung to the 
greater part of the town, follow- 
ing to the letter their orders to 
resist to the end. 

German and American tanks 
rumbled through the streets and 
engaged in short, sharp clashes at 
point-blank range. Doughboys 
crep among the stones to stab,’ 
shoot and kill with grenades the 
foe concealed in dugouts and 
ruined buildings. The Germans 
thus lost a few strongholds. 

An American officer described

John W. Bricker of Ohio, here for 
a Lincoln Day dinner rally, told a 
press conference today that any 
person nominated for President by 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion would win the November elec- 
tion. The campaign issues, he 
said, would be governmental bu- 
reaucracy, New Deal waste and 
the Roosevelt record of executive 
totalitarianism. 

Seated on a table in a hotel 
room jammed past the doors with 
reporters, the white-haired Repub- 
lican presidential candidate par- 
ried what he may have thought 
were hostile questions but which 
were only blunt inquiries phrased 
to obtain the clearest answers in 
the shortest time from an office 
seeker. 

Answers Glib, But Vague. 

He answered glibly but vaguely, 
and his views broke down into the 
following categories: | 

1, He was against: The Senate- 
approved Federa) ballot bill; Fed- 
eral housing, including Govern- 
ment sponsored slum clearance 
projects; foreign interference with 
American elections: food subsi- 
dies; national service law, and un- 
necessary reduction of the Ameri- 
can standard of living. 

2. He was for: Governmental 
economy; reorganization of Fed- 
eral bureaus; co-equal powers for 
the three branches of Government 
and the present Army and Navy 
conduct of the war. ‘ 

3. He was vague about: Republi- 
can policies if put into power; 
reciprocal trade agreements; post- 
war world organization needed to 
maintain peace, and the need for 
more taxes, 

4. He had not followed: Vice- 
President Wallace’s speeches and 
had not read Wendell Willkie’s 
New York address calling for 
greatly increased taxes to help pay 
war costs, 

5. He had no comment on: The 
“Little Steel formula for the adjust- 
ment of wages; whether, if elected 
President, he would dispense with 
the Cabinet services of Secretary 
of Navy Knox and Secretary of 
War Stimson, or whom he consid- 
ered his most formidable Republi- 
can rival for the presidential nom- 
ination. 

Confident of Ohio Delegates. 

On the immediate political situ- 
ation, Bricker said that he would 
retain the entire Ohio delegation 
even if Willkie entered the State 
preferential primary. declined 
to say how many other delegates 
he expected to support him, ex- 
plaining that it was “too early to 
start counting.” He said that he 
would not enter the coming New 
Hampshire primary but had not 
made up his mind about other 
states. 

After he had declared that any 
person: nominated at the Repub- 
lican convention would win this 
year, a reporter shouted, “Why?” 

“Because he ought to,” Bricker 
replied. “The Republicans have a 
consistent program of rehabilita- 
tion.” 

“What have they done?” another 
reporter demanded. 

Calis G. O. P. Record Consistent. 

Bricker answered that they had 
made a record of stabilization in 
the 26 states having Republican 
governors and that these governors 
had re-established confidence by 
their economy and sound admin- 
istration. The Republican reco 
in Congress, he continued, has 
been consistent, 

A woman observed that she had 
covered Congress for many years 
and that she had not been able to 
discern any “consistent Republican 
policy” there. Bricker fell back 
on an old parliamentary gag by 
replying that he could not be 
held responsible for any failure of 
a reporter's discernment.

Late reports placed elements of 
the American Thirty-second Di- 
vision, which made a landing at 
Saidor Jan,.2, at Old Yagomia, 15 
miles. below Saidor and only seven 
from the Aussies who have beaten 
their way along the coast 130 
miles through jungle and bush in 
the past.three months. 

Union of the two forces may 
produce an Allied drive on the 
Japanese coastal base at Madang, 
about 60 mileg up the coast north- 
west of Saidor. ) 

Madang Appears Deserted. 

Olen Clements, Associated Press 
war correspondent, reported today 
there was evidence that the Jap- 
anese have abandoned Madang. 
American bombing crews sweep- 
ing low over the base saw indica- 
tions that the enemy had blown 
up buildings there not already de- 
ee by repeated Allied bomb- 
ngs. 

Clements said that Australians 
of another force which has been 
fighting toward Madang in the 
Ramu Valley have found Jap- 
anese soldiers dead of starvation 
and disease along trails in the 
rugged Finisterre mountains, in- 
dicating they had been unable to 
get supplies from the Madang 
base. 

The American landing at Saidor 
and the Australians’ subsequent 
capture of Sio Jan. 15 on the Huon 
peninsula coast left the Japanese 
trapped along a 650-mile stretch 
of beach. The enemy was hemmed 
in between the sea and the 12,000- 
foot F inisterre range. Many 
tried to escape by barge, others 
abandoned the fight and took to 
the mountain jungle trails in 
flight. 

There was speculation that the 
enemy at Madang may have evac- 
uated to his other bases at Alex- 
ishafen, about 10 miles north, and 
Wewak, 175 air line miles north- 
west of Madang. 

There also were indications that 
the enemy was reducing his ac- 
tivities at Rabaul, the shipping 
and plane base on the northeastern 
tip of New Britain. Rabaul has 
been hit almost daily for many 
weeks, and MacArthur’s commu- 
nique today reported two raids in 
which 129 tons of bombs were 
dropped on two Rabaul airdromes 
and a gubmarine was hit in. the 
harbor. 

The torpedo planes and dive 
bombers from Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s South Pacific command 
which hammered the airdrome 
Monday destroyed or damaged 26 
gun positions and seven parked 
aircraft. Protecting fighters 
downed 12 planes plus 15 prob- 
‘ables, Torpedo bombers came in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP).— 
Pushing toward a final vote on 
the food subsidy repealer, the Sen- 
ate defeated today a compromise 
plan of Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
proposing a 960-million-dollar lim- 
ited Government program of price 
controls in 10944. The vote was 
63 to 15 against the Taft proposal.

Curators Say It Is Up to 
Legislature Permanent- 
ly to Solve Problem 
With Ample Funds. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.— 
Curators of the University of Mis- 
souri and Lincoln University, 
State school for Negroes, last 
night agreed, for the second time, 
on a temporary plan to avert clos- 
ing of Lincoln's School of Journal- 
ism, but said it was the responsi- 
bility of the Legislature to solve 
permanently the problem of pro- 
viding adequate and equal educa- 
tional opportunities for Negroes. 

The Lincoln journalism school, 
closed since Feb. 1 because of 
lack of funds, will resume class- 
work today or tomorrow with an 
enrollment of 12 Negro students. 

The agreement, by which white 
faculty members of the University 
of Missouri will instruct Negro 
students in ‘Lincoln classrooms 
here, apparently removes’ the 
necessity for the Missouri Uni- 
versity Board of Curators to pass 
on a pending application by a 
Negro student in Lincoln for ad- 
mission to the Missouri University 
School of Journalism, at least for 
the rest of this year. The agree- 
ment is operative until Dec. 31. 

But it checks to the Legislature 
the responsibility for adoption of 
@ permanent program, involving 
the issue of whether the present 
State pyblic policy of separate 
schools of higher education for 
whites and Negroes shall be main- 
tained, or Negro students be ad- 
mitted to the University * Mis- 
souri. 

Constitution Silent. 

The present Constitution  re- 
quires separate free public schools 
for whites and Negroes, but is si- 
lent on schools of higher education. 

The problem also involves ques- 
tions of adequate rather than in- 
adequate legislative appropriations 
for development of Lincoln Uni- 
versity, and actual compliance 
with a United States Supreme 
Court decision that Negroes are 
entitled to admission to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri unless equiva- 
lent educational opportunities are 
provided for them within the 
State. 

Gov. Donnell has been consider- 
ing whether he would call a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature, 
primarily to liberalize voting laws 
for persons absent in military 
service. He declined to say wheth- 
er the position taken by the two 
boards of curators would have a 
bearing on his decision. 

Three Dissenting Votes. 

The agreement adopted last 
night substantially conforms to a 
previous one approved by the of- 
ficials and curators of the two 
schools last Jan. 27. However, 
subsequent dissatisfaction on the 
part of some of the Lincoln cura- 
tors with the first agreement and 
criticism of the plan by Negroes 
outside Lincoln University result- 
ed in conferences last Saturday 
and last night. 

Missouri University curators 
unanimously approved the plan fi- 
nally adopted, but the vote of the 
Lincoln curators was 6 to 3. The 
three dissenting members were 
Prof. John W. Evans, Dr. Harfy 
S. Blackston, and Dr. A. W. 
Craddock, all Negroes residing in 
St. Louis. 

Prof. Evans, who said he» was 
speaking for the three dissenting 
Lincoln curators, asserted the 
agreement “is a makeshift and is 
setting a dangerous precedent.” 

Original Plan Modified. 

The agreement provides that the 
journalism courses to be taught 
in Lincoln, by Missouri University 
journalism instructors, shall be 
under the administrative direction 
of the University of Missouri! Ex- 
tension Division, for budgetary 
purposes only. In other respects 
the courses shall be under the res- 
ident supervision of Lincoln Uni- 
versity. This is a modification of 
the original plan, which placed 
the entire supervision in the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 

The agreement also requires 
that the inactive School of Law in 
St. Louis, which was to be closed 
this month because of lack of 
funds, shall be kept open by Lin- 
coln a8 an accredited member of 
the American Association of Law 
Schools and as a school approved 
by the American Bar Association 
only so long as funds are avail- 
able. No students enrolled in the 
law school for the first semester.

Heads of University Hold 
Discussion on Racial 
Question. 


Announcement of a decision as 
to the question whether Negro 
students shall be admitted to St. 
Louls University is expected to 
be made shortly by the Very Rev. 
Patrick J. Holloran, S. J., presi- 
dent of the institution. 

Since Father Holloran sent a 
letter asking opinions of univer- 
sity alumni and leaders in Cath- 
olic organizations, on this ques- 
tion, he has received many com- 
munications in reply. Some of the 
early writers indicated strong op- 
position to the proposal; later the 
number of letters favoring it in- 
creased. 

A two-hour discussion of the 
question was held a few evenings 
ago by the president, regents and 
deans of the university, attended 
by the Rev. Ralph Warner, 8S. J., 
and the Rev. John P. Markoe, 8. 
J. pastor and assistant pastor of 
St. Malachy’s Church, a Negro 
congregation. 

The faculty members, some of 
whom have served in Marquette 
University, Creighton University 
and other Jesuit institutions which 
admit Negroes ag students, ap- 
peared personally favorable to the 
proposal, but no final action was 
taken, 

An application for admission to 
the university's School of Com- 
merce and Finance, filed a few 
days ago by a Negro woman, has 
been deferred pending a decision 
on the general question. The ap- 
plicant, Mrs, Laurie Crute of 4338A 
Enright avenue, is a widow, with 
a daughter who is a teacher. Her 
husband was a soldier in the First 
World War. 

Mrs. Crute said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that she desired 
instruction in personnel manage- 
ment and other business subjects. 


DR. MAC IVOR’S RETIREMENT 
APPROVED BY CONGREGATION 


The congregation of Second 
Presbyterian Church last. night 
granted the request of the Rev.

The 
appointment of Skinker as Direc-

Kinsey, who succeeded the late 
Max H. Doyne as Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities and who has spent 
the last six months in studying 
plans for airport development, will 
continue in charge of that work. 
The Mayor said he would request 
the Board of Public Service to 
transfer authority over airport 
matters from the Department of 
Public Utilities to the office of the 
president of the Board of Public 
Service. 

Amendment Needed. 

Skinker said he had asked Kin- 
sey to continue to serve as chair- 
man of the Municipal Airport 
Commission, if such an arrange- 
ment was agreeable to the Mayor. 
The present city ordinance makes 
the Director of Public Utilities 
chairman of this commission and 
this section would have to be 
amended to permit Kinsey to re-

In announcing his appoint- 
ments, Mayor Kaufmann said the 
Board of Public Service had been 
strengthened by the addition of 
Skinker and that the water de- 
partment was in good hands.

Thomas said that Taylor, in a 
separate letter to Thomas’ broth- 
er, Dr. Evan W. Thomas, chair- 
man of the War Resisters’ League, 
charged that James White, a pris- 
oner, died after he was beaten for 
several days.

has a small lump on his: left eye- 
lid caused by this beating.” 

Another inmate, Hammonds 


continued, was “beaten and black- 
jacked” by three employes and 
thrown in a punishment cell de- 
spite a gashed head which “the 
doctors would not sew up, nor 
would the attendants let him wash 
the blood away” for two days. 

Last May, the account related, 
an inmate was kicked, choked and 
recaptured by use of a fire hose 
because he indignantly denied a 
guard’s accusation that he was 
“talking on his hands,” 

One inmate was thrashed, Ham- 
monds asserted, when he refused 
to drink a cup of warm water 
after a guard deliberately spat in 
it. This inmate spent more than 
100 days in the torture block, 
where he suffered additional beat- 
ings, it was charged. 


Hammonds charged that one 
prisoner received “various cruel 
beatings” which made two blood 
transfusions necessary, while an- 
other inmate was “roughed up” 
in his cell shortly after an appen- 
dectomy, despite an unhealed in- 
cision. 

Taylor’s letter to Dr. Thomas, 
the Socialist leader said, was ac- 
companied by. a handwritten en- 
closure which Taylor described as 
“a note typical of many. that I re- 
ceived as some effort to bring 
about a change here.” The ef- 
closure, from a prisoner whose 
name Thomas withheld, presented 
the following charges: 

“Blank was choked and 
brutally beaten on Oct. 30 for re- 
fusing to ‘co-operate.’ 2—Bldg. 
Prisoner A, Selective Service 
about Oct. 18, was for the third 
time kicked and slugged senseless. 
Three inmates who will so testify 
in court saw him in this beat-up 
condition. 2-Bldg. One hundred 
fifty inmate witnesses to 25 savage 
beatings in 10-Bidg. Are trying to 
get out writ to tell their stories in 
court. Administration blocking 
writ, throwing its writer in the 
hole, three riots in consequence. 
Prisoner B, from K , beaten 
insane in 2-Bldg. Brought to 1-4 
for blood transfusion, was kicked 
on shins and tortured with lighted 
cigarette, burned on ear. Father 
(Leo) Nugent (prison chaplain) 
protested this treatment to com- 
mittee.” 

Warden Welcomes Inquiry. 

In Springfield, Warden Pescor 
made a general denial of the 
charges and told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he would welcome any in- 
vestigation. He has been warden 
of the medical center only since 
last Jan. 15, but for about five 
months prior to this date was sta- 
tioned at the institution as a phy- 
sician member of the medical staff 
to familiarize himself with the 
center before succeeding Dr. O. H. 
Cox as warden. 

Dr. 'Pescor said the Unit B re- 
ferred to by Hammonds as a “tor- 
ture block” contains strip cells— 
completely barren, tile-walled, ce- 
ment-floored cells with an “orien- 
tal” type of toilet found in mental 
hospitals. This last is a fixture 


sunk in the floor which can be 
flushed only by a guard from out- 
side the cell. 

The Warden said prisoners con- 
fined to strip cells frequently get 
“so riled up” they attack the 
guards when the door is opened 
for bringing in food or water. Pris- 
oners often are left in such cells 
for 24 hours without guards en- 
tering, he continued, but no one is 
confined in a strip cell longer than 
48 hours, regardless of his offense. 

Since last year’s investigation 
of reports of mistreatment—an 
investigation which prison offi- 
cials said failed to substantiate the 
| charges—prisoners in strip cells 
rno longer receive what is known 
as the “monotonous diet,” This 
consisted of a hash of cabbage, 
potatoes and meat which had -no 
salt or pepper and which, while 
it satisfies sustenance needs, is 
“not very palatabile,” Dr, Pescor 
said, 

The warden said one prisoner, 
questioned by another inmate 
about a mole on his ear, had de- 
clared, “They burned me with a 
cigarette,” but investigation estab- 
lished that the prisoner’s blemish 
was a mole and not a burn. 

Cases of mistreatment cited 
Thomas dated back to 1941. 
Pescor said his replacement of Dr. 
Cox, who served as warden for 
more than a year, had no connec- 
tion with last year’s investigation 
of similar charges. 

Although the medical center 
provides general treatment for 
Federal prisoners, about half of

WLB GRANTS PAY 


BOOST 10 2000 
TRUCKERS HERE 


Increase Goes Above Lit- 
tle Steel Formula Due 
to ‘Rare, Unusual’ Cir- 
cumstances, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP). 
With public members dissenting, 
the War Labor Board today au- 
thorized wage increases of $1.50 to 
$2 a week for 2500 truck drivers 
in the St. Louis area—increases 
which exceed the Little Steel 
formula but which the board's la- 
bor and industry members said 
were warranted because the case 
involved ‘rare and unusual” cir- 
cumstances. 

The increases are subject to the 
approval of the economic stabili- 
zation director. They had already 
been approved by the WLB truck- 
ing commission with a similar 
split on the vote. 

The board’s public members dis- 
sented from the majority view that 
the case demanded special consid- 
eration under the wage stabiliza- 
tion program, holding the designa- 
tion “rare and unusual” was an 
“improper application” of the 
policy which permits going beyond 
the Little Steel limitation of 15 
per cent in certain instances, 

The majority drew an 
between the trucking and railroad 
industries, saying the wage rates 
in these industries do not rise and 
fall as sharply and as frequently 
as in industry generally. As a re- 
sult, they said, the truck drivers’ 
wages “are unwholesomely dis- 
torted in relation to the general 
wage structure in St. Louis, and 
especially in comparison with the. 
rates in the war industries.” 

The increase amounts to three 
cents an hour and if approved ef 
Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson would bring the average 
rate of pay up to 86 cents an hour, 
compared with 94.4 cents which 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported as the average wage rate 
for motor truck drivers in 75 cit- 
ies surveyed as of July 1, 1943.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.— 
The Wabash Railroad Co. was 
directed to station watchmen at 
the grade crossings of its tracks 
with Etzel and Bartmer avenues, 
St. Louls County, 16 hours a day, 
from 6:30 a. m. to 10:30 p. m., in- 
stead of the present watchman 
service of eight hours at day at 
Etzel only, in a temporary order 
iasued late yesterday by the Mis- 
sourit Public Service Commission. 

The order, effective at once and 
to be in force until a final order 
is issued within the next 30 days, 
followed a hearing by the com 
mission at Clayton last Tuesday 
on protective measures for the 
two crossings, as a result of a 
bus-train collision at the Etzel 
crossing last Jan. 23 in which 11 
of the bus occupants died and 
seven were injured. 

In issting the temporarry order 
the commission held “it appears 
that additional protection should 
be provided immediately” at the 
two crossings.” 

The commission prescribed a 
maximum speed of 25 miles an 
hour for trains while crossing 
Etzel and Bartmer during the 
hours watchmen are on duty.

Both Factions for Stephens. 

Mattingly is a Jeading supporter 
of Howard V. Stephens, St. Louis 
shoe manufacturer, for the nomi- 
nation for United States Senator, 
but McCluney, Queeny, Shepley 
and probably all of those in St. 
Louis taking part in the initial 
steps toward the Gaylord organiza- 
tion also are supporters of Ste- 
phens, thus indicating that the 
Stephens candidacy has nothing 
to do with the movement to put 
Gaylord in Mattingly’s place, Gay- 
lord, although not taking an active 
part, is known as a supporter of 
Charles A. Shaw of Clayton for 
the senatorial nomination. 

It is not probable that any of 
the candidates for any of the Re- 
publican nominations will person- 
ally take any hand in the national 
committeemanship fight, but that 
does not mean that the active sup- 
porters of many of them, feeling 
resentment toward Mattingly for 
one political reason or another, 
will not take a part in lining up 
votes for Gaylord. The candidates, 
whatever their personal feelings, 
probably will consider it the bet- 
ter part of wisdom to look after 
their own candidates and leave 
other fights alone. 

Two Objections to Mattingly. 

Party criticism of Mattingly has 
been principally on two grounds— 
that a major function of a nation- 
al vommitteeman is to raise funds 
for the party, a job at which they 
say Mattingly has not shown an 
aptitude, and that he is stepping 

. out of his proper sphere of activ- 
ity in supporting candidates for 
nominations, 

As to the first, there would be 
no doubt of Gaylord’s ability to 
get funds. As head of the Gay- 
lord Container Corporation, he is 
an outstanding business man and 
would have ready and compelling 
access to other business men who 
could afford to make liberal cam- 
paign contributions. 

As to the second: 

Gov. Donnell, himself a candi- 
date for the senatorial nomina- 
tion, is said to be not so friendly 
to Mattingly as during his early 
days as Governor, when he accept- 
ed many Mattingly recommenda- 
tions on patronage matters. The 
Governor has not publicly indi- 
cated any feeling against the na- 
tional committeeman, but some of 
his supporters say that he could 
not help feeling resentment to- 
ward Mattingly because of his sup- 
port of Stephens, the Governor's 
opponent. 

Many supporters of Shaw also 
are anti-Mattingly.

As examples of the commis-

The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
on Jan. 26, 1933, granted permis- 
sion to publish the rates on 10 
days’ notice, but five days later 
the Union Pacific, the Rock 
Island, Burlington and Santa Fe 
protested to the western com- 
missioner, ‘who reached an adverse 
decision on April 3, and on May 1, 
he reported the controversy to the 
co ittee of directors.

The committee decided, however, 
that since the I. C. C. was making 
an investigation of freight rates,

On 
March 21, 1934, the commissioner 
decided against the Alton; he 
ruled that it could move to St. 
Louig the air-conditioned cars de- 
livered to it by the Baltimore & 
Ohio, but without putting the air- 
conditioning machinery in opera- 
tion. On March 26, the Alton pro- 
tested the ruling, and on April 4 
the commissioner announced his 
refusal to change his previous de- 
cision, On June 23, the Alton ad- 
vised the commissioner that it 
would keep the air-conditioning in 
operation on the Baltimore & Ohio 
trains.” 

The commissioner, Berge 
charged, also prevented speedier 
freight service. Here are two ex- 
amples: 

“On Sept. 10, 1936, the western 
commissioner reported to the com- 


tion with newly established expe- 
dited service from Chicago and 
St. Louis, ‘the Chicago lines 
adopted the policy that no _ busi- 
ness originating in California or 
the Pacific Northwest, west of the 
Cascades, would be delivered in 
time for departure from Chicago 
or St. Louis on the new trains’, a 
measure taken to maintain exist- 
ing transcontinental schedules and 
to avoid demands by shippers that 
they be guaranteed earlier deliv- 
ery at New York and Chicago.” 

“A meeting held in the western 
commissioner’s office on Jan. 26, 
1938, to consider traffic on perish- 
able food products from California 
into §t. Louis resulted in an 
agreement by the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Frisco that they 
would discontinue handling this 
traffic on the expedited schedule 
which had been in effect.” 

Air Express Possibilities. 

On the air express possibilities, 
Berge said that contracts between 
the Railway Express Agency and 
the several domestic air lines had 
remained in force until 1943, 
“when the threat of an antitrust 
suit, combined with pressure from 
the Civil Aeronautics board,

Italy—Reconsideration of the 
whole question of keeping King 
Vittorio Emanuele in power, a 
atep which may result in his 
getting out before the Allied 
armies reach Rome; also expan- 
sion of the territory in Southern 
Italy under the jurisdiction of 
the Italian Government. 


Spain — Close observation of 
the meafs which the Franco 
Government employs to make 
good its announced intention of 
maintaining “strict neutrality.” 
This is what the Allies want, in- 
stead of a “neutrality” favorable 
to Germany. 

Finland—Use of whatever dip- 
lomatic measures may be possi- 
ble in conjunction with Russian 
military actions, such as the re- 
cent bombings of Helsinki, to get 
Finland out of the war. Some 
authorities believe it still is not 
too late for the Finns to make 
peace with Russia and Britain 
and preserve their territorial in- 
tegrity, but they have little time 
which to act. 


French Problem Studied. 


A change in the American policy 
toward the French committee 
headed by Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
was foreshadowed by disclosure in 
official quarters yesterday that 
the subject is under consideration 
by President Roosevelt and the 
War Department. Some announce- 
ment may be forthcoming from 
White House relatively soon. 

(A dispatch from Marquis W. 
Childs, Post-Dispatch Washington 
correspondent, published Jan. 27, 
said authoritative sources had dis- 
closed that the State Department 
had not altered its determination 
that its uniform pattern for all 
occupied countries would be ap- 
plied to France. Under the Amer- 
ican policy, Allied military forces 
would police the country, feed the 
people and restore order, with the 
people eventually given the oppor- 
tunity to decide on the kind of 
government they want. 

(Edgar Ansel Mowrer, Chicago 
Daily News-Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, said a few days earlier, 
however, that Prime Minister 
Churchill’s visit to Gen. DeGaulle 
in North Africa and the visit of 
American Algiers representative 
Edward Wilson to Washington for 
consultation could be regarded as 
signs of an increasing awareness 
that the United States and Britain 
could not dispense profitably with 
France, The visits he viewed as 
“heartening signs” for the 
French.) 


Support for Allies Likely.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Feb. 10 (AP).

Spain and Finland present sepa- 
rate and unrelated cases, except 
as they bear on the Allied aim of 
depriving Nazi Germany of out- 
side assistance and_ eventually 
leaving it standing alone in Eu- 
rope against the wrath of the 
world. 

The first American move with 
respect to Spain's links with Ger- 
many was'‘to cut off oil. shipments 
from the Carribean. This marked 
a change in the earlier policy of 
limiting American operations in 
Spain to preclusive buying to keep 
such valuable materials as wol- 
fram, —a steel-hardening alloy, 
from falling into German hands. 

The change was made possible 
by the increased Allied military 
strength in Africa and Britain 
which leaders felt was at last 
capable of coping with any un- 
friendly move Spain might make 
in retaliation, 

Spain’s reaction, however, was 
to declare for strict neutrality. 


OME of the correspondents at 
Pearl Harbor appear to have 
d astonishment on be-' 
ing told by Adm.

No Help From Russia. 


In order to destroy Japan, the 
United Nations must bring their 
power close enough to do the job. 
That means, under present condi- 
tions, that British and ‘American 
power must be brought into China. 
Russia cannot be expected to do 
anything in the Far t now, nor 
is it to British and American in- 
terests that Russia should now 
become embroiled with Japan, 
though later on it will be. 


We must get to China with fight- 
ing forces sufficient to establish 
our air power there and to make 
the bases of that air power safe 
from attack. Then, and not until 
then, can we begin to hit Japan 
where it will hurt, 


We cannot do this by land, The 
land approaches to China from 
India, Burma‘ or even Thailand 
and Indo-China, are insufficient to 
supply any very large force. To 
reopen the Burma road would 
mean delivefy of 15,000 tons a 
month ‘to China, That is slightly 
less than enough to supply a sin- 
gle army corps for four days of 
combat. If devoted to bombs, gaso- 
line and oil alone (disregarding 
spare parts, machine-gun ammuni- 
tion and all other stores) it would 
barely be enough for three 300- 
plane bombing raids on Japan a 
month by large bombers—a mere 
pin-prick, 

If we are to go to China in suf- 
ficient force to defeat Japan, we 
must therefore go by sea. We must 
open the sea lanes to those Chi- 
nese seaports such as Canton and 
Hongkong which have good rail 
access to the interior. 

Our efforts to open .the sea 
lanes may come in part from the 
Indian Ocean by way of the South 
China Sea, but the main effort 
must come from the Pacific and 
across that ocean we find the 
shortest sea route from our 
sources of power to. the bases 
where that power must be used 
against the vital centers of Japan. 

These are just plain, elemental 
geographic and_ strategic facts. 
They may not be to everyone’s 
liking, but there they are, and we 
must cut the cloth of our operat- 
ing plans accordingly. Adm. 
Nimitz was merely giving them 
due recognition in his statement 
at Pearl Harbor. 


“Island Hopping.” 

The issue, unfortunately, has 
become confused by a lot of catch 
phrases and idle talk. Of these 
phrases, perhaps the most confus- 
ing is “island hopping.” Some- 
how that has become a term of 
reproach. Time and again, some 
one cries—“Why must we waste 
blood and time in island hopping? 
Let us strike directly at Japan.” 
But how are we to strike directly 
at Japan unless we can get close 
enough? And how are we to do 
that without bases? And where 
do you find bases in a vast ocean-

FINNISH CABINET, REPORTED 
SEEKING WAY TO QUIT WAR 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 10 (AP).— 
Finland was reported today to be 
seeking a way out of war on the 
basis of an American warning to 
act now or take the consequences. 

A Helsinki dispatch to the 
Swedish Dagens Nyheter said 
there was a “possibility that pre- 
linminary decisions were taken” 
at a Cabinet session last night and 
added that the Finnish public 
knows how important any de- 
cisions will be. 

At the same time the independ- 
ent Helsingin Sanomat, making 
the first Finnish editorial com- 
ment on Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull’s recent statement, de- 
clared that when the United States 
appeals to Finland to “step out of 
the war, this finds a deep echo 
among our peace-loving people.” 


MOSCOW, Feb, 10 (AP).—Red 
Star, Soviet Army newspaper, gave 
an editorial warming to the Finns 
today that Russian forces, not Fin- 
nish collaborators with Adolf Hit- 
ler, would determine Finland's 
border. At the same time it indi- 
cated more air raids against the 
Finns were coming. 


BATAAN RELIEF GROUPS MEET

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP). 
—Representatives of nationwide 
Bataan relief clubs met here to- 
day to decide a course of action 
for the rescue of heroes of the 
Philippines campaign still in Jap- 
anese hands. 

“We intend to make our feel- 
ings known—and those are to get 
the necessary ships, men and ma- 
terial to Gen. MacArthur as soon 
as possible to get our sons and 
husbands back,” declared Dr. V.

dentist who founded the Bataan 
relief organization of his State

Pinsk, a manufacturing town in 
Eastern Poland, had a peacetime 
population of 32,000, the majority 
of which was Jews.

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HE confidence of the Red Army that the largest scale encircle 
ment since Stalingrad will end successfully is mirrored today tn 
the publication of maps showing the geography of this furious 


mill which is grinding the remnants of 10 German divisions into ex- 
tinction about 35 miles west of the Dnieper River city of Cherkasy, 


The troops remaining of the 
Nazi force are confined to an ir- 
regularly shaped area like a jig- 
saw puzzle piece, about 25 miles 
long from northwest to southeast 
and about 18 miles wide at its ex- 
tremest points. 

Two Red army columns already 
have driven deep dents into the 
underside of this region, both head- 
ing for the town of Korsun-Shev- 
chenkovsky whilt:a third column, 
attacking from the northeast to- 
ward the same locality, has driven 
another wedge, 

Three additional columns, the 
map shows, have almost cut off 
the portion at the southeast end 
of the area near Gorodische, which 
was captured yesterday, as the 
Germans are driven back from po- 
sitions along the Olshanka River. 
A seventh Russian column is ham- 
mering at the imprisoned Germans 
from the northwest. 


Air of Stalingrad. 


The map, meanwhile, shows 
that the Red Army lines to the 
south of the grouping already has 
rolled more than 25 miles away 
from the nearest point which the 
Germans still hold within the 
circle, 

There is an atmosphere of 
Stalingrad in all this that is not 
confined alone to the execution 
of a classic military maneuver. 
The map itself is strangely remi- 
niscent to those who have 
watched German-held areas grow 
steadily smaller, split and then 
disappear altogether in successive 
publications last year. 

There is a suggestion, too, of 
Stalingrad in the action of the 
hardpressed commander of the 
Eleventh German Army Corps, Lt. 
Gen. Wilhelm Stemmerman, who 
is reported today to be sending 
bakers, orderlies, chauffeurs and 
secretaries into the lines in an 
effort to check the Red Army 
advance, 

There is a similar note of des- 
peration in the plea of the Ger- 
man battalion commander for re- 


inforcements and the reply order- 
ing bluntly, “can’t send them. Hold 
with what men and munitions you 
have, Fire only at visible targets.” 


Nazi Suicide Squads. 

Soviet correspondents at the 
front report that morale is begin- 
ning to slip, that munitions are 
becoming scarce, food and rations 
shorter. The Germans still are 
trying, apparently, to supply their 
forces by air, but the lumbering 
JU-628 make easy targets for anti- 
aircraft and night fighters. 


One report says that the Ger- 
mang are using suicide squads of 
a few men, heavily armed with 
machine guns, as covering units, 
One such group, which held up 
the Soviet advance and finally 
forced the commander to divide 
his men and attack the post from 
the front and rear, included only 
six soldiers. 

These men are being sacrificed 
for the promise of the German 
high command that tank - units 
will penetrate the ring and release 
the prisoners, a promise which ap- 
parently grows hourly more futile, 
The Russians have reported re- 
pulsing repeated tank attempts to 
break into the circle. 

Red Army operations are being 
conducted under the worst pos- 
sible conditions.

Trucks and guns are mire 
in mud, Artillery is being push 
by men into positions, and am- 
munition is carried on shoulders,

Nazis in Trap a Week.

rary material] structure, and to feel] that 
he is looking upon an altar aglow with 
freedom’'s holy light. 

The money the committee now has in 
hand, and the money it hopes will come 
in, is and will be contributed for a tem- 
porary memorial, and cannot be diverted 
for any other purpose, be that other 
purpose ever so appealing. No, let us 
not build “a cheap imitation, a poor 
tribute to the local heroes who have 
made the supreme sacrifice,” as Mrs. 
Franciscus fears, but rather let us es- 
tablish in our midst a shrine where hal- 
lowed memories and heroic deeds may 
fraternize in a peaceful bivouac while 
grateful‘citizens stand guard.

“Some Sinister Purpose” 


The office of Comptroller was created by the 
St. Louis Board of Education, and the incumbent, 
James J, Lee, was elected by the board, For an 
office with so much business and such great re- 
sponsibility, a capable assistant to its chief is 


’ obviously necessary, and the board allotted funds 


in its budget for such an appointment. Yet, 
when Mr, Lee asked authority to appoint an aid, 
the board rejected his request by a vote of 8 to 4, 

Why did the board majority deliberately de- 
cide to handicap an office created by itself and 
charged with the essential duties of supervising 
school finances, pointing out economies, bringing 
about co-operation among departments and in 
general checking on the operation of the school 
system's financial side? 

The answer has been given by a board mem- 
ber, Hugo Whprdack, The action was inspired 
by “some sinister purpose,” he charged. “Since 
the beginning,” Mr. Wurdack added, “there has 
been a movement to discredit and destroy the 
usefulness of the Comptroller. It is an indica- 
tion that certain board members do not want 


, ight thrown on the operation of the school sys- 


tem. 

There is plenty of evidence to back up this 
statement, and to demonstrate the unpopularity 
Mr. Lee has gained among politically inclined, 
patronage-playing board members. When he 
drafted his job reclassification plan, as ordered 
by the board for establishing just salary sched- 
ules and fair play among school employes, efforts 
were actually made to oust him. His recent in- 
vestigations of school patronage—a rich field, by 
every indication—have been hampered by the 
politicians on the board. At every turn, they 
have tried to discredit and obstruct his work. 

There is no doubt about the need for a Deputy 
Comptroller. What official in a correspondingly 
large organization is expected to function with- 
out an assistant, with no employe except a sec- 
retary? How can thé Comptroller be expected 
to look after office work, outside duties and in- 
vestigations as a one-man staff? 

There isthe further fact that Mr. Lee is soon 
to enter military service. Certainly his sucees- 
sor, who will be new to the work, will need the’ 
services of an aid even more than Mr. Lee does, 
His enemies are not concerned about th&t, how- 
ever. What they obviously want is to see both 
the office and its capable incumbent disappear 
for the duration, or permanently. 

The clash at the board meeting Tuesday night 
concerned more than the creation of a school 
job. It concerned two vital principles: a scrupu- 
lous supervision of the people’s business and a 
curb on the efforts of the spoilsmen to impair 
the public schools, ~ 

By a 2-to-1 majority, the board turned its back 
on those principles, The decision did indeed indi- 
cate “some sinister purpose” that calls for an 
indignant public protest.

This scoffing has been an- 
swered by the vigor of the Assembly, by its 
honestly representative nature, by its dedication 
to world democracy as well as to the principles 
of French, parliamentarianism. It is answered 
by further firm words from Dolivet: 

Today the Assembly is a fact, and we can 
conceive of no power that could eliminate it 
from existence without discrediting itself | 
before the French people. The success of the 


Assembly is the most hopeful indication for 
the rebirth of a great French republic. 


Great Britain and America are even now read- 
ing the signposts: All roads to friendship with 
postwar France lead to Algiers.

Better Relations With Mexico 


There is no government of the New World 
which has contributed more to the growth of 
a healthy and strong inter-American system 
and to the defense of the integrity of the 
Americas and of their democratic institutions 
than has the present Government of Mexico. 
This high tribute to Mexico comes from,a com- 
mentator who is among the best-informed on 
world affairs: Sumner Welles, former Under Sec- 
retary of State. In the State Department and 


out of it, Mr. Welles hag urged the development — 


of a strong inter-American system, both for the 
sake of hemispheric security and as an example 
to the world. He praises the leadership of Presi- 
dent Avila Camacho and Foreign Minister Padilla, 
for placing Mexico in the front rank of this im- 
portant work. 

Existence of such a system is in striking con- 
trast to the state of affairs in World War I. At 
that time, Mexico was not our ally; in fact, she 
gave many signs of favoring the Central powers. 
Long years of misunderstanding, dollar diplomacy 
and military intervention on our part had brought 
this unhappy result. The process of restoring 
friendly relations was a long one, ané@ it began 
definitely with the appointment of Dwight Mor- 
row as Ambassador to Mexico in 1927, Many far- 
sighted men on both sideg of the border have 
devoted themselves to this cause, and it. was 
learned only a few days ago how highly the 
services of a St. Loulsan, W..L. Hemingway, are 
esteemed by the Mexican Government in this con- 
nection, 

The occasion was the presentation of the Order 
of the Aztec Eagle, Mexico’s highest decoration, 
to Mr, Hemingway. Inthe words of Rafael de la 
Colina, Counselor of the Mexican Embassy, this

honor was bestowed for Mr. Hemingway's “friend- 
ly, understanding, effective and brilliant leader- 
ship” in bringing about better relations between 
the two countries, Such efforts, official and un- 
official, in the years since dollar diplomacy was 
abandoned by our Government, are paying hand- 
some dividends now in hemispheric solidarity.

Any appearance of equity which had hovered 
about the Ickes-Lewis coal-strike settlement of 
last November is dispelled by the findings which 
a special presidential committee has made in its 
inquiry into the average time required for bitu- 
minous coal miners to travel from the head of 
the shaft to the working face of the mine. 

John L. Lewis made the deal with Secretary 
Ickes by selling him an additional 15 minutes of 
working time cut from the half-hour lunch 
period, and by obtaining from the Secretary a 
wage of 37% cents for this quarter-hour of ques- 
tionablé value. The deal was based upon the 
assumption that the average travel time was 45 
minutes, 

The special committee's findings now are that 
travel time averages 55 minutes. 

The theory of the,contract was ‘that the opera- 
tor bought eight and one-half hours of the miner’s 
time, of which 45 minutes was allocated to travel, 
15 minutes to lunch and seven and one-half hours 
to work. No matter how much time was actually 
consumed in travel—whether it were 10 minutes 
or an hour and, a half—the contract. assumed 
travel time to. be 45 minutes, If actual travel 
time were less than'the assumed 45 minutes, there 
would be that much more working time; if actual 
travel time were more than the assumed 45 min- 
utes, there would be that much less working time. 

Since the special committee finds that travel 
time averages 65 minutes, the operators are re- 
ceiving 10 minutes less of working time than 
they are paying for, This almost completely 
cancels out the 15 minutes extra which Lewis 
sold to Ickes by cutting short the lunch period— 
leaving a net of only five minutes. 

In short, the operators bought 156 minutes extra 

eand paid 87% cents for it. 

They received five minutes. 

Two-thirds of the Ickes-Lewis deal was blue

Senator Bankhead’s Fallacy 


Government payments to keep food: prices 
down, commonly known as subsidies, are increas- 
ing the dangers of inflation rather than dimin- 
ishing them, says Senator Bankhead. According 
to his theory, controlled prices leave the con- 
sumer with more spending money than he would 
have if prices rose, and thus they contribute to 
the “inflationary gap.” The conclusion of his 
logic is, therefore, that higher food prices will 
reduce the trend toward inflation! 

The fallacy in the Alabama Senator’s reason- 
ing is that he mistakes the disease for the cure. 
Rising prices are a symptom of inflation, but 
his idea is that inflation can be controlled by 
letting prices rise. If this were true, then the 
OPA ought to let the retail cost of our daily 
needs go up until it absorbs every cent of our 
family budgets, and even put families into debt. 
As everybody should know, however, this would 
result in pressure. by workers for higher wages 
to meet these rising costs, and thus another part 
of the inflationary process would be at work. 

Senator Bankhead really ought to paint him- 
self a banner reading: “$l-a-Pound Butter Will 
Save the Country.”

This newspaper, which ig among those which 
have criticised Mr. Grew, is glad to recognize 
his categorical denial, though it should be noted 
that it is perhaps another way of saying that 
he has contemplated the advisability of retaining

The Old Traditions Live 


Fortunately, the Consultative Assembly 
has given a dignified example of earnest 
attachment to the democratic traditions of 
France. Gen. de Gaulle and the members 
of the National Committee, as far as they 
are concerned, have facilitated the task of 
the Assembly by not infringing upon its 


‘ sovereignty. 


The Consultative Assembly was originally 
composed, in accordance with Article III 
of the Decree of the Committee of National 
Liberation, of 40 representatives of resis- 
tance organizations in France, 12 represen- 
tatives of resistance organizations outside 
of France, 20 members of the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies and 12 representatives 
of general councils of liberated territories. 
This composition was probably the most 
feasible under the present circumstances 
while metropolitan France cannot vote. 

The only obligation for the National 
Committee to seek the advice of the Con- 
sultative Assembly was on matters regard- 
ing the general budget and on any loan 
amounting to more than 500,000,000 francs 
(about $10,000,000), It is evident that the 
French Committee of National Liberation 
wanted to be guaranteed against possible 
later accusations, especially in its financial 
administration, and that it therefore made 
the consultation of the —— on these 
matters obligatory, 


An Interim Government Planned 


One other important prerogative of the 
Assembly is contained in Article XX, It 
concerns consultation on the plan for the 
creation of an Assembly entrusted with the 
establishment of a provisional government 
in France when she is freed, 

Such were the frail foundations of the 
Assembly when it held its first meeting on 
Nov. 3. But as soon as the first session 
started, one could sense the deep roots of 


v 


the parliamentary tradition In French life, 
Both the Assembly and the Committee of 
Liberation realized that a new political fac- 
tor of great magnitude was born. 


The attitude of the Assembly toward Gen. 
de Gaulle was full of respect, and clearly 
expressed its conviction that he was the 
symbol and Jeader of French resistance to 
Nazism and to Vichy. But their attitude 
was free of any servility. 


Right in the opening meeting, many of 
the memories of Vichy and Nazism were 
destroyed, The very first utterances of a 
partly freed France resounded again with 
the indomitable spirit of the French Revo- 
lution, The meeting, in accordance with the 
custom of the old Parliament, was presided 
over by the senior member of the Assembly, 
George Buisson, secretary of the French 
Confederation of Labor. 


They Want True Democracy 


His opening remarks contaffied the 
following characteristic passage: 


“The French people know exactly what 
they want. They are expecting this war 
of liberation to destroy all Fascists, war- 
mongers and tyrants forever. They are 
hoping with passionate eagerness that a 
true democracy will be built up, a de- 


- mocracy in which the profits of production 


which should be earned by the persevering 
labor of all will be fairly shared for the 
benefit of all. ., .” 


The attention of the Assembly was na- 
turally concentrated mostly on the dele- 
gates of the French underground because 
they were the only ones who could relate 
with authority the real conditions of 
France as well as the spirit of the people, 
The representatives of the French under- 
ground were authentic fighters. 


All of them had an effective mandate 
from the French resistance, and most of 
them had left the territory of France only 
a short time ago. It is in their attitude 
during the deliberations that lies the es- 
sential reason for the hope that the France 
of tomorrow will be inspired not only by 
a deep attachment to the democratic way 
of life but also by a desire of sincere and 
international co-operation. 


Old Chauvinism Is Dying 


A young member of the French Parlia- 
ment, Mr, Laple, who since hag become 
an assistant to the Commissioner of the 
Interior, asked that France definitely break 
away from the Vichy formula of “France 
alone.” He said: 

“France is international, She is so by her 
geographic situation, by the radiation of 
her genius, by her catholicity, by her revo- 
lutionary generosity.” 

This tehdency of overcoming the Vichy 
episode in French political life as quickly 
as possible and to make of France again 
the protagonist of democratic civilization 
is the constant background of all the dis- 
cussions of the Assembly. The delegates 
feel that they need to strengthen the in- 
ternational position of France, and that 
they will be judged by the people on the 
success or failure of this attempt,

Lynching Case of 1913 Revived 
By Hint in a Judge’s Memoirs 


“I Can Go Home Again,” by Arthur G. Powell. (Uni- 
versity of North Carolina Press, Chapel Hill, N. C.> 
When Arthur G. Powell was getting old, 

it came over him that he should set down 

his recollections in a book, At 70, the pur- 
pose was fulfilled... There wag gain in the 
delay, for when he set himself to the task 

he brought to it a ripened wisdom and a 

wealth of reminiscence that was needed 

for a chronicle of his time and the region 
in which he had spent a useful life. 
Probably to the surprise of Judge Powell 
and the publishers, the most attention has 
been attracted by the next-to-the-last chap- 
ter in the book, dealing with the murder 
of Mary Phagan, a factory girl, in Atlanta 
in 1913 and the trial and conviction of Leo 

Frank, his conviction under public clamor, 

the commutation of his death sentence to 

life imprisonment and his subsequent lynch- 
ing. 


In his book, Judge Powell wrote: “I am 
one of the few people who know that Leo 
Frank was innocent, ...I know who killed 
Mary Phagan, but I know it in such a way 
that I can never honorably make the in- 
formation public as long as certain per- 
sons still are living. ... I expect to write 
down what I know and why I know it, seal 
it up and put it away, with instructions 
that it is not to be opened until certain 
persons are dead.” 

The declaration caused something of a 
sensation in Georgia and elsewhere. There 
was talk of compelling Mr. Powell to re 
veal his facts, For the second printing of 
the book, the Judge revised his statement, 
explaining more fully why, under Georgia 
law, he cannot reveal now what he knows, 
but hinting that the day may yet come 
“when more can be told than I can honor- 
ably tell now.” And there the matter now 
rests. ‘i

The book is filled with the charm of mel- 
lowed memories and sprinkled with the 
stories that a Georgia lawyer and Judges 
with his ear to the ground might be ex- 
pected to pick up in the course of a lfe- 
time spent where stories are told and re- 
told, gaining or losing in the retelling eac- 
cording to the humor or talent of the teller. 
There is fidelity in Judge Powell's repeti- 
tion of the stories that he has heard, even 
though he cannot remember some as they 
were originally told. 

It ia of the little old town of Blakely In 
Southwest Georgia that he writes with 
most affection, for there he was born and 
there for 30-odd years he lived before. he 
went out into the larger world, In that 
larger world, he became a Judge of the 
Georgia Court of Appeals and won other 
distinctions. But when he has told his 
story, his summing up is with the declara- 
tion that Southwest Georgia and its people 
will always be his first and greatest love, 
and it is his greatest joy that in his old 
age he can go home *

FTER prolonged consideration, it now seems to be settled that 
we shall treat with the French Committee of National Libera-

decision. The committee is in fact the government of the second 
largest colonial empire in the world. 


It now governs all French ter- 
ritory not in the hands of the 
enemy. It commands a very con- 
siderable army which will be 
needed for the invasion of Europe 
and it is without any doubt the 

point and directing head 
of the organized resistance inside 
France which we shall count upon 
heavily when our forces land. 

It has become evident that some 
one must govern French territory 
as the Germans are driven out of 
it. Gen. Eisenhower cannot gov- 
ern France. We could certainly 
not dream of doing business with 
Petain, Laval, or the old national 
assembly which abdicated its 
powers to the Vichy usurpers. It 
has become no less evident that it 
would be meaningless to talk 
about letting the French nation 
choose its own government if 
somebody is- not recognized as 
having the right and the power to 
call the elections, print the bal- 
lots, register the voters and count 
the votes.

France Needed in Councils. 
; HESE would be in themselves 

sufficient reasons. for dealing 
with the French committee in 
making the plans for the invasion. 
But they are not by any means 
. the only reasons, Hard experience 
will teach us, if we do not have 
the statesmanship to anticipate it, 
that without France as their part- 
’ ner Great Britain and the United 
States are unable to achieve a 
workable European policy during 
the war, or to bring about an 
effective settlement of the war. 
The absence of France from our 
councils is a very important rea- 
son why British-American diplo- 
macy in the Mediterranean, the 
Balkans and Poland is becoming 
less and less in accord with the 
realities and less and less effec- 


tive. 

Our inability to see. that the 
France of DeGaulle is a large 
sample of the spirit and substance 
of the active life of Europe has 
blinded our judgment. Since we 
could not appreciate French Gaull- 
ism, we have been unable to ap- 
praise correctly the same forces 
in other countries. Our trouble 
has not been that we dealt with 
the Darlans or the little kings as 
temporary military expedients; it 
has been that we did not see We- 
yond the expedients, and did not 
prepare for the day when we 
should need to work with the men 
who, because they are the effec- 
tive resistance to the enemy, will 
hold the effective power when the 
enemy collapses.

With the downfall of Germany, 
the most important power in Eu- 
rope, outside of Russia, will be 
France.

HE French the Ives have a 
duty which arises. from their 
own vital interest in helping to 
shape the crucial European de-; 
cisions. It is their duty to take 
all possible measures to make it 
as certain as possible that the. 
French committee can in fact 
make commitments in the name 
of France, | 

Since the committee is a de facto 
government and since there can 
be no fully legitimate government 
until the French electorate has 
voted a government into power, 
what is to be done in the méan- 
time? France must speak now on 
great issues which involve her 
own future and that of Europe. 
The French cannot vote now be- 
cause the Germans occupy most 
of the country. But the commit- 
tee can adopt a plan which de- 
clares when and how it will call 
elections for the purpose of cre- 
ating a sovereign assembly. The 
pledge of such a plan will go a 
long way toward validating com- 
mitments which the committee 
makes now, For obviously if Gen. 
De Gaulle and his colleagues are 
pledged to submit to elections as 
soon as elections can be held they 
will take no position now in the 
name of France which they do not 
have good reason to believe the 
French nation will sustain. 

The pledge of elections at an 
early and definite date and under 
a definite procedure is therefore 
the surest means to do what 
France and her allies need to have 
done-—to restore France at once 
to the councils of the powers. As a 
matter of fact, Gen, De Gaulle 
and the committee are proposing 
to hold early elections—in fact, al- 
most immediately. It is the con- 
sultative assembly in Algiers which 
has not yet been willing to adopt 
a plan of early elections, and the 
trouble seems to be induced by 
considerations not unlike the mish- 
mash in Congress over votes for 
soldiers, — 

But we may have confidence 
that the French will agree on a 
plan of early elections, once it is 
clear to them that their position 
in the world and their ability to 
protect the vital interests of 
France will be greatly strength- 
ened by a prompt and cordial

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.— 
Adoption of a constitutional pro- 
vision establishing a merit system 


covering all State employes was 
tentatively approved in principle 
today by the Executive Committee 
of the Constitutional Convention, 
marking the first major victory 
of proponents of civil service. in 
Missouri’s State government. 

Under the plan outlined by the 

committee, there would be creat- 
ed by the Constitution a State de- tatoes BL N abbage 
‘partment of personnel, supervised 
by a bipartisan board appointed 
by the Governor, The board would 
appoint a State personnel director, 
who would direct the civil service 
system, including the holding of 
competitive examinations to de- 
termine the qualifications of ap- 
'|/plicants for appointment to State 
obs. 
. The tentative proposal was 
adopted on motion of Delegate 
Ai Lewis EB. Meador of Springfield by 
a vote of 7 to 2, and is subject 
to further revision before final ac- 
ceptance. The committee directed 
that the proposal provide appoint- 
ments to state jobs by state offi- 
cials and department heads from a 
list of qualified persons submit- 
ted by the personnel director, and 
that preference be given to mem- 
bers of the armed services, 

The State-wide proposal replaces 
a limited merit system plan, pre- 
viously approved by the commit- 
tee, which would have applied only 

‘ito a limited number of State em- 
fii ployes who are required to have 
7i\ special professional training or 

wai knowledge. 
Small Loan Rates Fight. 

A fight on the floor of the Con- 
stitutional Convention for reduc- 
tion of small-loan interest rates 
wag assured last night when the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions voted to recommend that 
the Constitution limit interest 
rates, which would virtually cut 
in half the 36 per cent a year 
rate now charged by small-loan 
companies. 

Approval of the proposal by the 
convention and adoption by .the 
people would end a series of un- 
successful legislative battles, fre- 
quently waged under suspicion of 
scandal, to defeat the powerful 
small-loan lobby and _. provide 
cheaper interest for small borrow- 


ers. 
Approved by 6-to-5 Vote.

ered what rations they could find 
and went back to her laden with 
more food than she had seen for 
Many days in gratitude for the 
hospitality. The whole family and 
the two American soldiers had a 
feast. The woman periodically 
threw her arms around the Amer- 
ican boy and shed a few tears, 
tears of thanksgiving because he 
was safe. For she had come to 
look upon him almost ag one of 
her own children! 

I imagine that the Italians are 
an incorrigibly gay and peace- 
loving people.

Creative Set

HE medical mind sometimes 
T lights on peculiar subjects to 

study. I have been glancing at 
a treatise on “The Diseases of 
Musicians,” by Dr. Kurt Singer, 
which is full of lore. (It is not a 
recent publication, so you will 
probably ask your bookseller for it 


Dr, Singer starts out. with the 
nervous and almost mental dis- 
orders of musicians, and here he 
outlines some principles which ap- 
ply to all those queer gentry who 
work in the arts whether painting, 
music or writing. He says that 
they are inevitably unhappy, or at 
least dissatisfied and tend to be- 
come neurotic. And the reason is 


not far to seek. However much. 


you may admire a piece of creative 
composition, the artist is always 
dissatisfied because he knows the 
chasm that separates his own first 
conception of it, the inspiration, 
with the reality. 

His ideals are never realized. 
His reach, as Browning put it, ex- 
ceeds his grasp. This makes for 
the queer, nervous, impractical, 
morose individual the plodding 
world of “practical” men sees, and 
almost invariably makes fun of 
and despises. Another thing that 
excites the derision. of the world 
which is nevertheless an inevitable 
fact is that among the highly tal- 
ented (and even among geniuses) 
the “men seem to have feminine 
traits and the women masculine.”

DR. SINGER THINKS musi- 
cians are unhappy people to be 
with. But my experience is that 
musicians and painters are com- 
paratively happy and normal, 
Partly, think, because they do 
their work or see their work ap- 
preciated in public, surrounded by 
other people. The writer in the 
throes of creation is alone. He is 
appreciated by solitary and tem- 
porarily silent readers, If you 
realy want to contact some first- 
rate dyed-in-the-wool concentrat- 
ed neurotics cultivate the literary 
set. And, for heaven’s sake, never 
let any of your loved ones marry 
a writer or, in fact, make a friend- 
ship. with one, or if you can help 
it don’t try to meet one.

The repeated demands of 
the same moyements on the same 
muscles and tendons and bones in- 
evitably affects them to the point 
of exhaustion so we have pianists’ 
cramps and violinists’ cramps. 
Robert Schumang ruined his con- 
cert career’ by practicing with 
some of his fingers bound so the 
others could have free play, These 
professional cramps differ in no 
way from writer’s cramp. Dr, 
Singer treats them by psychother- 
apy, electrotherapy, binding a 
tourniquet around the arm for a 
short interval, etc.

Nashville News Is a Family Affair 


The Three Ferguson Brothers Are Publishers, Editors, Printers and Pressmen

NASHVILLE, Ark., Feb. 9. 

HARLIE FERGUSON, editor 
C of the Nashville News, was 

called one day to the office of 
a lawyer here. He was introduced 
to a suave stranger and in his 
hearty Arkansas way he .said, 
“Pleased to meet you.” That was 
before he knew what the strange 
wanted, | , 

Over in. Pike County, adjoining, 
pretty stones had been discovered 
which were supposed to be dia-. 
monds. The field was being de- 
veloped. Something like a m 
had set in. A bill had been intro- 
duced in Congress to. prohibit 
placer mining of diamonds and 
possession of uncut gems. except 
by licensed persons, 

The stranger, presumed to have 
represented British diamond inter- 
ests, was interested in the passage 
of the bill and was anxioug to 
abate local opposition to it. In 
that behalf he had written a piece 
which he wanted Ferguson to print 
as an editorial in his paper, not 
as a public service but for pay. 
He handed Ferguson a check for 
$500. Ferguson tore it up and 
threw the fragments on; the floor. 
He used language which was the 
equivalent of telling the stranger 
to go to hell., “We don’t do busi- 
ness that way down here,” he said. 
Ferguson went back to his office 
without the editoria] and without 

e $500. That was a lot of money 
in those days. 

That, says Charlie Ferguson, is 
the way. the News has been run 
since 1878 and the way, especially, 
that it has been run since it was 
taken over in 1916 by the Fergu- 
son Brothers, Charlie, Henry and 
Ware, publishers, editors, printers, 
pressmen and, on occasion, wield- 
ers of the broom and mop. 

Nobody in Nashville speaks of 
Mr. Ferguson of the News. It 
wouldn't be clear who was meant, 
There are too many of them. 
They are called Charlie, Henry 
and Ware and each name stands 
for the Nashville News. They are 
the three corners of the Fourth 
Estate in Howard County. Charlie 
is supposed to be the editor, but 
Henry and Ware take turns with 
him in the sanctum and he lends 
a hand at the linotype or on the 
makeup or at running the press. 
It is a brother act that works 
three ways without a hitch. 

The paper was started in 1878 
by two men named Grace and 
Tullis. Two years later they sold 
it to W. W. Turner. It was. a 
weekly until 1892. and then be- 
came a semi-weekly. Since that 
it has never missed an issue ex- 
cept the day after Christmas. 
Turner was the uncle of the Fer- 
guson boys. That gave Henry a 
look-in. He started as an ap-

prentice in 1895 and worked for 
nothing a week.

tion but they had a lot of that. 
Also they were willing to work. 
They divided it up, Charlie to be 
editor, Henry floor man and in 
charge of the job department, and 
Ware on the linotype. But each 
was qualified and willing to double 
on another job and on all three if 
necessary. 

In the matter,of business policy 
they agreed that they would dis- 
count every bill. If they couldn’t 
discount it they didn’t incur it. It 
was a policy that was never devi- 
ated from except for a month 
when the bank closed and their 
funds were tied up, but during 
that period the supply houses gave 
them their discounts anyway. 

Another agreement was that 
every cent that they made, except 
their actual living expenses, would 
be applied on the debt. They were 
all unmarried then and lived at

In 1928 they were out of debt, 
The following year they hired Mrs.

For a 
year, back in 1938, they had the 


help of Earl Jennings as an ap- 


prentice, but then the Navy took 
him and‘he has not been replaced. 

The paper has a slogan—“I saw 
it in the Nashville News.” It has 
stood since 1900. It grew out of 
the difficulty experienced -that 
year in getting a jury for a mur- 
der trial. Pretty nearly every 
talesman who was questioned as 
to whether he had heard of the 
case said yes, he had seen it in 
the Nashville News. Garrett White- 
side, later secretary to Senator 
Hattie Caraway, went down to the 
News office and suggested to Man- 
ager Brown that it would be a 
good slogan for the paper. Brown 
slapped it on above the title and 
it has been there ever since. 

x * * 

Brown once went in for slash- 
ing editorials. One that he wrote 
got the paper in bad. The City 
Council had made an appropri- 
ation for a rest room at the 
Courthouse. Brown felt inclined 
to crow about it, for he had been 
advocating it. In his editorial he 
took rather more credit than the 
councilmen thought he was en- 
titled to. So at the next meet- 
ing they rescinded their action 
and to this day the town has not 
had a rest room. 

The Fergusons learned some- 
thing from that. When they took 
over they decided that they 
wouldn’t have an editorial column. 
As they looked at it, the people 
didn’t care much about what “we” 
thought. Instead of advocating 
measures in the “we” column they 
let others do the advocating and 
used the news columns to pat 
them on the back. That way they 
kept out of trouble. 

The motto of Charles, Henry 
and Ware is to stick together and 
never fuss. The fact that they are 
all Democrats and all Methodists 
makes it easier for them to stick 
together.

Now the 
club finesse was tried, and the 
queen held. At this point declarer 
Saw a glimmer of hope. He cashed 
the club ace and his three dia-
